After twenty- 
four hours’ continuous service, ho was order­ 
ed with a “ through freight” from 
New York 
to Albany, 
lie protested against the assign­ 
ment, 
as both the fireman and 
himself 
had already done double duty, and were 
in danger 
of 
Jailing 
asleep. 
The 
fore- 
mao of the yard, however, had no one else to 
scud aud insisted that the engineer should 
run the traiu. 
Ro he started. 
After a ruu of 
two hours he yielded to his overpowering ex­ 
haustion and—as his fireman had dono some 
moments before—fell asleep I 
Ile knew no 
more until awakened by the conductor, who 
had come forward to discover what had caused 
the stoppage of the train, and found both 
men culled up aud asleep on either side of the 
cab. 
The throttle was wide open, the re­ 
verse lever was " notched down,” well for­ 
ward, but the steam-gauge registered only 80 
|K>unds pressure—some pounds less than was 
necessary to haul the heavy train. 
Tho en­ 
gineer was not awakened a minute too soon, 
for it was then half-past ooo P. M., and at 
two o'clock they were due at Poughkeepsie 
switch to make way for the express which left 
New York city at eleven o’clock and overlook 
the freight at Poughkeepsie. 
The blower was 
put on, and in five minutes the gauge showed 
a pressure of ninety pounds, and the train 
covered eight miles between it and Pough­ 
keepsie in about two-tbirds of the time that is 
usually consumed. 
Fortunately, the conduc­ 
tor was a staunch friend of the engineer’s, and 
that terribly dangerous nap remained a secret 
us far as the management was concerned.—

PINE WOODS STORIES. 
L ooking a B ear out of C ountenance— 
T w o W olves R u n n in g D ow n 
a Deer. 
Correspondence of the Grand Hapids Eagle. 
Mr. Seldon E. Turner of your city has just 
related the following incidents that occurred 
on his late visits to the pine woods: 
On the Gth of January, in town 12 N., 7 
W., in Montcalm county, he saw numerous 
bear tracks. On the 7th inst., in town 11 N., 
C W., which is the township of Day, he was 
returning to his boarding place, very much 
wearied after a hard day’s tramp, when he 
come to a snarl of fallen trees which the late 
winds had thrown across his track. 
He 
climbed upon the body of one of the pros­ 
trate pines, and as he was about to leap down 
a heavy, guttural growl saluted his ears. 
Lookiug in the direction of the sound, he wms 
surprised to behold a huge brown bear stand­ 
ing erect upon his hind feet and facing him. 
He was as tall as a man. 
He remained in 
that attitude some time, growliug, whining, 
gnashing his teeth, and challenging him to 
combat. Mr. Turner had no weapon with 
him, not oven his favorite hatchet. 
Seeing 
the threatening attitude of the bear, aud re­ 
alizing his defenseless condition, hislirst im­ 
pulse was to lucn aud run. 
But on second 
thoughts he concluded that it would be use­ 
less if the bear should choose to follow him, 
so he decided to try the experiment of stand­ 
ing and “looking him out of countenance.” 
The bear was very angry at being thus inter­ 
viewed, but after eyeing his interviewer for 
some time he turned bis bead, looked back­ 
ward, then dropped down upon his feet and 
cantered away. The interview lasted about 
live minutes, but Mr. Turner says it seemed 
to him much longer. He had doubts for some 
time what the bear intended “to do about it,” 
and lie left it entirely to the bear to have bis 
own way. At any rate he felt a sensible re­ 
lief at seeing the savage monster disappear in 
the woods. 
Last Friday, January 1C, on section 8, in 
Maple Valley township, Mr. Turner met with 
another adventure, not quite so dangerous to 
him, but from its nature quite as interesting. 
He was going west.on a ridge of landVovered 
with pine, when he saw a large deer bounding 
along with his tongue out, and running in the 
same direction he was traveling.. Pretty soon 
he heard a yelp, and saw' a largo gray wolf 
upon his track. In a moment more another 
wolf appeared upofi the scene between him 
aud the tirst, aud running in a Une parallel 
with it. The deer took a turn to the north 
and northeast arouud the ridge, keeping in 
the valley all the time. After he turned, the 
second wolf, which was not at first upon the 
track, but was acting as a flanking party by 
a line across, struck the track of the deer 
thirty rod3 or so ahead of his companion, 
coming iii about fifteen rods behind the deer. 
When lie struck the track he announced It by 
a single yelp. Then the first wolf abandoned 
the track, aud turned himself into a llankiug 
party on the left of the chase, while the sec­ 
ond wolf continued on the track of the wor­ 
ried deer. The deer finally faced about, tak­ 
ing a turn around a swamp, making to the 
north, then west, south aud east again, until 
the first wolf, which all this time kept his eye 
on the main cliauce, by coming across, struck 
the track ahead of his comrade. He in turn 
announced it by a single yelp, when the other 
left the track again and resolved himself into 
a flanking party. In this manner they con­ 
tinued the pursuit of their prey, and disap­ 
peared from his view. How the aflair termi­ 
nated is not known. They were all running 
with their tongues out as if they had been 
long on the chase. 
Doubtless the wolves 
u'orried down and devoured their game. 


Asleep on an E n gin e. 
An engineer on the Hudson River Railroad 
told the writer of a narrow escape he experi­ 
enced only a short time ago. After twenty- 
four hours’ continuous service, ho was order­ 
ed with a “ through freight” from New York 
to Albany. He protested against the assign 
ment, as both the fireman aud himself 
had already done double duty, and were 
in danger of falling asleep. The fore­ 
man of the yard, however, had no one else to 
send aud insisted that the engineer should 
run the train. So he started. After a run of 
two hours he yielded to his overpowering ex 
haustion and—as his fireman had done some 
moments before—fell asleep ! He knew no 
more until awakened by the conductor, who 
had come forward to discover what had caused 
the stoppage of the train, and found both 
men cuiled up aud asleep on either side of the 
cab. The throttle was wide open, the re­ 
verse lever was “ notched down,” well for 
ward, but the steam-gauge registered only 80 
pounds pressure—some pounds less than was 
necessary to haul the heavy train. The en 
gineer wa3 not awakened a nfinuto too soon, 
for it was then half-past one P. M., and at 
two o’clock they were due at Poughkeepsie 
switch to make way for the express which left 
New York city at eleven o’clock and overtook 
the freight at Poughkeepsie. The blower was 
pul on, and in five minutes the gaugo showed 
a pressure of ninety pounds, and the train 
covered eight miles between it and Pough­ 
keepsie in about two-thirds of the time that is 
usually consumed. Fortunately, the conduc­ 
tor was a staunch friend of the engineer’s, and 
that terribly dangerous nap remained a secret 
as far as the management was concerned.—

Washington, March 25.—In Hie Sanborn 
investigation Solicitor Ballfield followed Bliss. 
He appeared, lie said, not in the interest of 
Sanborn or any oilier contractor, hut at Hie 
request of Hie Secretary of the -Treasury to ex­ 
plain the relation of the department to this 
contract question. 
Contracts similar to San­ 
born’s had’been given a* early as 1869, but 
nothing was ever realized by the government 
thereon and the system was abrogated and 
was not resumed until the passage of the law 
under which the Sanborn contract was given 
and less care was taken to limit commissions 
under that contract than there would have 
been if it had been 
supposed] that any­ 
thing would be collected. 
The Solicitor 
was 
sharply 
cross-questioued 
by 
Beck as to why Internal Revenue Commis­ 
sioner Douglass was not called into consulta­ 
tion by Hie Secretary and Solicitor when they 
undertook to carry the law into eflect, and 
also as to what authority lie had to write let­ 
ters to Internal Revenue officers directing (hem 
to aid Sanborn when the law required that ho 
should aid them. 
To Hie first question ilia re­ 
ply was that Hie law referred to debts with­ 
held and not particularly to Internal Revenuo 
matters and to the second that the idea of 
assistance was that it should bo mutual, and 
that Sanborn could not very well n*?i;,t the 
regular officers unless they were willing to 
assist him. 
In reply to a question by Sbeldntf 
the Solicitor said he had no knowledge, belief 
or suspicion that any officer of the govern­ 
ment had received or expected to receive any­ 
thing in any way from the Sanborn contract. 
Arter the examination of Ballfield was con­ 
cluded John I). Sanborn himself came ho 
fore the committee, tuff instead of proceeding 
with his statement he said he had within the 
last twenty-four hours been advised by bis 
counsel that in view of the indictment pend­ 
ing against, him ‘in Brooklyn charging him 
with collusion with revenue officers to defraud 
the government it would he injudicious for 
him to make Hie full statement which Le 
had 
been 
ready 
ami willing 
to make. 
Ile was ready, however, to give to the com­ 
mute*) such general information on the sub­ 
ject as ho possessed.

to expel all members from its churches who 
are pecuniarily or otherwise interested iq the 
liquor traffic. 
She will not be disappointed if 
the report is true that the worthiest and most 
influential of them are so interested. 
But let 
the sooty city wash itself. 


We humbly congratulate the council of Con­ 
gregational ministers which organized Tuesday 
night in Brooklyn, upon an eminent display of 
good sense and good temper. 
After ail ani­ 
mated 
and spicy but pleasant debate, the 
council decided upon its own character. 
By 
a vote almost or quite unanimous it declared 
itself not to be ex-parte but advisory. 
It was 
also agreed to give Plymouth a fair showing, 
not at all as a culprit nor quite as a witness, 
the sentiment of the majority seeming to favor 
the admission of that recusant body in the 
capacity simply of a party to an honest differ­ 
ence oí opinion. 
So far, well. 
Should sub­ 
sequent discussion develop no personal hos­ 
tility to Mr. Beecher, the council may promote 
instead of embarassing kindly relations be­ 
tween the widely separated members of the 
groat and noble Congregational body. 


For once'in their lile maukind are without a 
first-class war to regale themselves with the 
details of. 
Everything is quiet and everybody 
is at peace with everybody else, except and 
saving ouly the English and a handful of 
Dutchmen somewhere oil in a remote corner 
of the Lord’s moral vineyard. 
What these 
people are fighting about we suppose is not 
known to any finite intelligence outside of 
Singapore or the British Cabinet. Unless these 
distant Dutchmen have forgotten the warlike

H o w it Slunds N ow . 
Dawes stock in the Massachusetts Legisla­ 
ture is like the plank in the childish game of 
“ teeter-tattor”—up 011 one end and down on 
the other—up in the Senate and down in the 
House. 
The outlook is getting interesting 
and not without an clement of comicality 
to outsiders. 
Dawes and Hoar metaphorical­ 
ly clutch each others’ jugulars, while the Dem­ 
ocrats aud the friends of AdamS and Banks 
hold the balance of power. 
The canvassing 
is of the liveliest sort and cannot be confined 
to one spot any more than a rampageous lion. 
So the chances for the Senatorsliip are all the 
talk at the hotels—the only thing which pre­ 
vents personal and physical reconires being 
the utter abseuce in Boston of anything to 
drink stronger than ginger pop or hot leinou- 
ade. 
Banks, by the way, is a good s o u l- 
good enough to throw away his vote 011 one 
or two ballots for the sake of a sentiment— 
and so lie voted for John G. Whittier, the 
poet, Mr. Sumner's dear and particular friend. 
The feeling does honor to the three—one in 
heaven and die others here—but we fear 110 
sucli honest, true and unsophisticated spirit 
as that of the Quaker philanthropist will ever 
go to Washington officially. 
Probably when 
the climax arrives, as climaxes will sooner or 
later, the adherents of Judgo Hoar will go over 
to Adams in a body and leave tlio Berkshire 
statesman with “No one to love him, none to 
caress,” except Bottom Butler. 
They say at 
the capital that the great disembodied is non­ 
plussed. 
That’s just it; lie and his protege 
only want to be plusscd a trifle ,more to win 
the day. 
It is almost a pity, for lids sort of 
thing will spoil Ben’s temper for getting up 
and delivering th¿t eulogy 011 Sumner, of 
whom we all know ho was uncommonly foud. 


Hold v s. « its. 
Perhaps it is not too much to expect that 
the voice of the great anti-inflation meeting 
held at the Cooper Institute will not lie en­ 
tirely disregarded in Washington. 
Every­ 
thing now depends upon the action of the 
Senate. 
That body is naturally slower and 
less inflammable than the House aud not al­ 
together beyond the reach of popular opinion 
when the latter is emphatically expressed up­ 
on vital subjects. 
Although Senator Morton 
and his disciples constitute a force for which 
it is not safe to entertain a careless contempt, 
yet, happily, they do not monopolize the coin- 


I 
mon sense of the chamber. 
On which side a ; 
canvass of the Senate to-day would show a 
decided majority for or against the House 
bill, it is not easy to say; because there are 
probably not less than a round score of in­ 
choate financial schemes, all differing in some 
particulars, now brewing in tbe piultiform 
Senatorial mind. 
None of these, however, are 
as radical aud reckless as that which received 
the affirmative vote of the lower house ou Mon­ 
day last. 
In a few days when the $ 400,000,- 
000 bill comes before it we shall see whether 
the cooler heads of the more dignified branch 
of our national legislature have been turned 
by the Indiana Senator’s sophistical argu­ 
ments about the economical requisites of new 
countries. 
The New York meeting was not 
only immense in size, but the very weightiest 
possible in character. 
Business men wealthy 
enough to buy out a bigger city thau Wash­ 
ington either sat upon the platform or occu­ 
pied the chairs on the floor of the hall when 
the most absorbing material question winch is 
now before the country was calmly and pro­ 
foundly discussed. 
There was no highfalutin 
aud no buncombe; no superfluous enthusiasm 
was wasted 011 political “points,” for the sin­ 
gle intent of the meeting was to promote the 
speediest possible resumption of specie pay­ 
ment. 
If the clear and earnest speeches then 
made, representing as they do the very back­ 
bone of thisTiation’s money matters, are not 
to have any influence in shaping its legislation 
upon the issues presented,then we have aban­ 
doned the essential basis of a popular govern­ 
ment. 
Mr. Bryant’s suggestion, based upon 
a fact he related about John Randolph, that 
the coat-of-arms above the door of the Treas­ 
ury building should be a huge razor, was re­ 
ce: 
1 with appreciative applause. 
One of the elements of a great character is 
undoubtedly tho strength and courage which 
sees and seizes the opportunities which occur 
to alrauco Us own fortunes. 
The United 
States Senate is now favored with a great 
chance—will it rise to meet it ?

T H E SANBORN INVESTIGATION. 


E vidence T a k e n V cstcrdae. 


W ashington, March 25.— In tho Sanborn 
investigation Solicitor Banfieid followed Bliss. 
He appeared, he said, not in the interest of 
Sanborn or any other contractor, but at tho 
request of the Secretary of the -Treasury to ex­ 
plain the relation of the d'epartineut to this 
contract question. 
Contracts similar to San­ 
born’s had’been given as early as I860, but 
nothing was ever realized by the government 
thereon and the system was abrogated and 
was not resumed until the passage of the law 
uuder which the Sanborn contract was given 
and less care was taken to limit commissions 
uuder that contract than there would have 
been if it had been 
supposed] that any­ 
thing would be collected. 
The Solicitor 
was 
sharply 
cross-questioued 
by- 
Beck as to why Internal Revenue Commis­ 
sioner Douglass was not called into consulta­ 
tion by the Secretary and Solicitor when they 
undertook to carry the lasv iuto eflect, and 
also as to what authority lie had to write let­ 
ters to Internal Revenue officei’3 directing them 
to aid Sanborn when the law required that lie 
should aid them. 
To the first question his re­ 
ply was that the law referred to debts with­ 
held and not. particularly to Internal Revenue 
matters and to the second that the idea of 
assistance was that it should be mutual, and 
that Sanborn could not very well assist the 
regular officers unless they were willing to 
assist him. 
In reply to a question by Sheldon* 
the Solicitor said he had 110 knowledge, belief 
or suspicion that any officer of the govern­ 
ment had received or expected to receive any­ 
thing in any way from the Sanborn contract. 
After the examination of Banfieid was con­ 
cluded John D. Sanborn himself came be 
fore the committeo, but instead of proceeding 
with his statement he said lie had within the 
last twenty-four hours been advised by his 
counsel that in view of the indictment pend­ 
ing against, him ‘in Brooklyn charging him 
with collusion with revenue officers to defraud 
the government it would bo injudicious for 
him to make the full statement which l.e 
had been ready and 
willing 
to 
make, 
lie was ready, however, to give to the com­ 
mittee such general information on tiie sub­ 
ject as ho possessed, 
lie was informed by 
the Chairman and other members of the com­ 
mittee that the committee could not sit and 
listen to auy partial statem ent; that he was 
present not by order of the committee but of 
his own volition and in accordance with his 
own request in order that lie might make a 
full and fair statement of all the circumstan­ 
ces connected with his contract. 
If he was 
not prepared to do that and to answer such 
questions as the committee might desire to 
put to him the committee would decline to 
listen to any partial or restricted statement. 
Sanborn’s counsel, Woodbridge of Vermont, 
justified the position taken’by his client, al­ 
though lie expressed his belief that nothing 
which Sauborn could say could prejudice his 
case; but still out of caution lie thought, it 
better for him not to submit himself to tlio 
examination of the committee, 
lie alluded 
to the fact that there was a gentleman present, 
understood to be an Assistant District At­ 
torney from Brooklyn, watching to take ad­ 
vantage of anything that Sanborn might say. 
The upshot of it all was that tho committee 
adjourned without any decision whether .San­ 
born should or should not be made a witness.

The common rights and legal privileges of 
railroad companies and passengers whom they 
engage to move from one point to another are 
at all times subjects of general interest. A re­ 
cent decision in the case of a Mr. Feck involves 
the question of where, on a train, a man may 
ride. 
Tlie overloaded condition of a train of 
ordinary coaches on the New York Central 
caused Mr. Peck to step into a palace car. He 
was there requested to pay extra for the privi­ 
lege. He exhibited the ordinary ticket, staling 
that lie had Jjcen unable to get a seat elsewhere 
on the train. 
The extra charge was still de­ 
manded. 
lio refused to pay aud was expelled 
from the train, 
lie brought suit for damages. 
A verdict of $8,000 was rendered in his favor 
a year ago. 
The company appealed, the case 
was scut back for a new trial, and the ad­ 
ministrators of Mr. Peck (lie having died), 
have recently secured a verdict for $4,000. 
This is an important decision in a case which 
was closely contested.

At the close of the Revolution­ 
ary War, it says, the government called in all 
the continental money. 
With it were fouud a 
large number of counterfeits, on each of which, 
as received, was stamped the word “Dam,” 
a contraction of the Latin dam natus (con­ 
demned). 
Hence the forco of the expression, 
“not worth a continental darn,” for if a gen­ 
uine continental note was worth but little, a 
continental “dam,” or counterfeit note, must 
have been utterly worthless.

E l e v a t i o n A b o v e th e T i d e L e v e l. 
It is not a little remarkable that any dis­ 
cussion should have arisen about the fall of 
tile Hudson river from Troy to New York, 
when all tho world knew that in low water In 
summer thoro is no perceptible current, and 
at full tide the movement is toward Troy. 
We stated a.few days ago that the ground 
at Adams street, at the terminus of the Troy 
and Greenbush Railroad, was about six feet 
lower than the terminus of the Hudson River 
Railroad*a t Chambers street, New York. 
At 
tho time of low water in New York, the water 
at Troy may bo eight or ten feet higher than 
in New York. 
But for all practical purposes 
the water at tho two placesJroay ho treated as 
if on the samc.level. 
From Fort Edward to Troy is 39.80 miles, 
and the fall of the water is IIG feet. 
The riv­ 
er is very rapid and yet the fall averages only 
2.91 feet per mile. 
The principal fall is be­ 
tween Stillwater and Troy, 82.25 feet, or at 
the rate of about 5.G per mile. 
It would re­ 
quire eight dams on the Hudson river between 
Troy and Stillwater to make Blackwater navi­ 
gation by steam. 
The Mohawk river from its source at Rome 
is very little more rapid than tho Hudson be­ 
tween Fort Edward and Troy. 
The distance 
from Rome to Troy is IIG miles, and the Tall 
Is 425 feet, or 3.65 feet per mile. 
Of this fall 
78 feet is between the aqueduct above Cohoes 
and the river at Troy. 
Lake Champlain is ninety-seven feet, and 
Lake Ontario is ninety-five feet above tide­ 
water. 
Tho summit level on the Champlain 
Canal, between Fort Edward and Whitehall,is 
147 feet above tide water. 
Tho summit level 
at Rome, between Troy and Oswego, is there­ 
fore 183 feet higher than the summit level be­ 
tween Troy aud Whitehall. 
Lake Erie is 5G4.85 feet above tide at Alba­ 
ny, aud about 140 feet higher than the sum­ 
mit level at Rome. 
If a dam was built across the Hudson river 
at the Highlands below Fishkill, 150 feel high, 
the waters of the Hudson would flow into Lake 
Champlain. 
The aqueduct above Cohoes 
would bo seveuty-two feet under water. 
A 
largo part of thecountiesof Dutchess, Orange, 
Ulster, Greene, Albany, Rensselaer, Saratoga 
aud Washington would bo submerged. 
A 
ship could sud from Newburgh to Fort Ed­ 
ward, and the lake would extend from Wil­ 
liamstown, in Massachusetts, to Fonda, in 
New York. 
It is quito certain that at some remote pe­ 
riod tho Hudson valley, above the Highlands, 
was a vast lake. 
The geological structure of 
tho country confirms the probability. 
When 
the wall, or the dam, a t tho Highlands gave 
way, it is quite certain that Long Island was 
formed of the stones and sand carried down 
by the water.— Troy Whig.

We have been shown the original “brief his­ 
torical sketch of tho German Evangelical 
Lutheran Trinity Church at Rondout, Ulster 
County, State of New York, in the United 
.States of North America,” which was deposit­ 
ed in the corner-stoue of that ;editlco which 
was destroyed by the Hunter street tire last 
autumn. 
We copy a portion of the document 
for the benefit of the surviving persons who 
took part in the ceremony: 
“By the laving of the conier-stonc this 9th 
day of February, in Hie year of our Lord, 1859, 
we deposit iii it a German Bible, a small cat­ 
echism of Dr. Marlin Luther, tile Rules aud 
Regulations of the Congregation, a Lutheran 
Herald, a Missionary, Boyd’s Directory of 
Rondout and Kingston, and a .Readout Cour­ 
ier. 
And now we wish this church, with the 
pure doctrine of the word of God, and with 
the pnro Sacraments, long may Ik* preserved 
to our posterity. 
‘For other foundation can 
no man lay than that which is laid, which is 
Jesus Christ, to whom bo glory t ow and for­ 
evermore. 
Amen.’ 
“The laying of the ,corner-8tom- is to be 
performed by the Rev. Dr. Henry N. l ’ohlman 
of Albany, President of the Evangelical Luth­ 
eran Miuistsrium of the State of Now York. 
etc., and by the pastor of this congregation. 
“The present builders of this church arc 
Messrs. I’aulus Bauer, Leonhard DK tit?, ma­ 
sons; John Staeller, Charles F. Moessinger, 
carpenters.

A W agon Loaded w i t h 1,200 ro u n d * 
of .\ltro-:»lycorlne T u m b le* D o w n 
a B lu f f . 
A narrow escape from a terrific explosion 
recently occurred, with nitro-glyccrine, near 
Fort Ticonderoga. 
Prof. Mowbray’s team, 
loaded with 1,200 pounds of tri-nitro-glycer- 
ine, nftor throe days’travel from North Adams 
toward Hie fort, was directed to cross on Hie 
ice an armlet of Lake Champlain, and a 
man was detailed from the railroad, there 
building, to point out the safest route to the 
magazine, about half a mile distant. 
Tho 
lake was crossed in safety, and the team was 
following the route indicated for the maga­ 
zine, when, at a point where the road has 
washed out, Hie oil fore whee! rolled ofl, the 
wagon tilted, aud, in spite of the eflorts of 
four men who were holding it up, went over 
the bluff, turning tho nitro-glyccrine aud ex­ 
ploders bottom side up with such force os to 
break a leaf of the hind spring of the wagon. 
The king-bolt released th e, horses, but the 
mon did not wait to sec this. 
As soon as the 
upset was seen to bo inevitable they raced 
away from Hie expected explosion, leaving 
the teamster and horses lo their fate. 
The 
explosive, however, having been prepared for 
the journey and its possible contingencies, 
did not ignite, and aker some twenty min­ 
utes' delay, the journey was resumed and tho 
glycerine soon safely stored in the magazine. 
Altogether, Prof. Mowbray thinks this was a 
pretty thorough test of the sensitiveness of 
his glycerine preparation, and an event calcu­ 
lated lo give the authorities at Fort Ticon­ 
deroga considerable confidence in nltro-glyce- 
rine from the Ipecac tunnel.—Albany Ar­ 
gus.

E levation Above the Tide Level. 
It Í3 not a little remarkable that any dis­ 
cussion should have arisen about the fall of 
the Hudson river from Troy to New York, 
wheu all the world knew that in low water in 
summer there is no porcoptiblo current, and 
at full tide the movement is toward Troy. 
We stated a.few days ago that the ground 
at Adams street, at the termiuus of the Troy 
and Greenbush Railroad, was about six feet 
lower than the termiuus of the Hudson River 
Railroad'at Chambers street, New York. 
At 
the time of low water in New York, the water 
at Troy may be eight or ten feet higher than 
in New York. 
But for all practical purposes 
the water at tho two places’may be treated as 
if on the same.level. 
From Fort Edward to Troy is 39.80 miles, 
and the fall of the water is 110 feet. 
The riv­ 
er is very rapid and yet the fall averages only 
2.91 feet per mile. 
The principal fall is be­ 
tween Stillwater and Troy, 82.25 feet, or at 
the rate of about 5.0 per mile. 
It would re­ 
quire eight dams on tho Hudson river between 
Troy and Stillwater to make slackwater navi­ 
gation by steam. 
The Mohawk river from its source dl Rome 
is very little more rapid than the Hudson be­ 
tween Fort Edward and Troy. 
The distance 
from Rome to Troy is 110 miles, and the fall 
is 425 feet, or 3.65 feet per mile. 
Of this fall 
78 feet is between the aqueduct, above Cohoes 
and the river at Troy. 
Lake Champlain is ninety-seven feet, and 
Lake Ontario is ninety-five feet above* tide­ 
water. 
The summit level on the Champlain 
Canal, between Fort Edward and Whitehall,is 
147 feet above tide w ater. 
The summit level 
at Rome, between Troy and Oswego, is there­ 
fore 183 feet higher than the summit level be­ 
tween Troy aud Whitehall. 
Lake Erie is 504.85 feet above tide at Alba­ 
ny, aud about 140 feet higher than the sum­ 
mit level at Rome. 
If a dam was built across the Hudson river 
at the Highlands below Fisbkill, 150 feet high, 
the waters of the Hudson would flow into Lake 
Champlain. 
The aqueduct above Cohoes 
would be seventy-two feet under water. 
A 
large part of thecountiesof Dutchess, Orange, 
Ulster, Greene, Albany, Rensselaer, Saratoga 
aud Washington would be submerged. 
A 
ship could sail from Newburgh to Fort Ed­ 
ward, and the lake would extend from Wil- 
liamstown, in Massachusetts, to Fonda, in 
New York. 
11 is quite certain that at some remote pe­ 
riod the Hudson valley, above the Highlands, 
was a vast lake. 
The geological structure of 
the country confirms the probability. 
When 
the wall, or the dam, at tho Highlands gave 
way, it is quite certain that Long Island was 
formed of the stones and sand carried down 
by the water.— Troy Whig.

We have been shown the original “brief his­ 
torical sketch of the German Evangelical 
Lutheran Trinity Church at Roudout, Ulster 
County, State of New York, in the United 
States of North America,” which was deposit­ 
ed in the corner-stoue of that ¡edifico which 
was destroyed by the Hunter street tire last 
autumn. 
We copy a portion of the document 
for the benefit of the surviving persons who 
took part in the ceremony: 
“By the laying of the corner-stone this 9th 
day of February, in the year of our Lord, 1859, 
we deposit in it a German Bible, a small cat­ 
echism of Dr. Martin Luther, tho Rules aud 
Regulations of the Congregation, a Lutheran 
Herald, a Missionary, Boyd’s Directory of 
Rondout and Kingston, aud a .Rondout Cour­ 
ier. 
And now we wish this church, with the 
pure doctriuo of the word of God, and with 
the puro Sacraments, long may be preserved 
to oar posterity. 
‘For other foundation can 
no man lay than that which is laid, which is 
Jesus Christ, to whom be glory r.ow and for- 
cvcrmorc. 
Auicn.’ 
The laying of the ’corner-stone is to b 
performed by the Rev. Dr. Henry N. l ’ohlman 
of Albany, President of the Evangelical Luth­ 
eran Miuistarium of the State of New York, 
etc., and by the pastor of this congregation. 
“The present builders of this church are 
Messrs. Paulus Bauer,' Leonhard Dittus, ma­ 
sons; John Staeller, Charles F. Moessingcr, 
carpenters.

building. 
Nothing was found, however, and 
the people were forced to go home with the 
pleasurable feeling tickling their ears that they 
had been sold, and that the iucendiary at­ 
tempt to fire Wall street was a mere delusion, 
a creation of imagination.

the back yard, and the result was a long train 
of oi!—and a tremendous scare. 


A W agon Loaded w ith 1,200 Founds 
of Nitro-tilycerlnc Tumble* Down 
a Uluff. 
A narrow escape from a terrific explosion 
recently occurred, with uitro-glyccrine, near 
Fort Ticonderoga. 
Prof. Mowbray’s team, 
loaded with 1,200 pounds of tri-mtro-glycer- 
ine, nftcr three days’ travel from North Adams 
toward the fort, was directed to cross on the 
ice an armlet of Lake Champlain, and a 
man was detailed from the railroad, there 
building, to point out the safest route to the 
magazine, about half a mile distant. 
The 
lake was crossed in safety, and tho team was 
following the route indicated for the maga- 
ziue, when, at a point where the road ha3 
washed out, the ofl fore wheel rolled oil, the 
wagon tilted, and, in spite of the eflort3 of 
four men who were holding it up, went over 
the blufl, turning tho nitro-glycerine and. ex­ 
ploders bottom side up with such force as to 
break a leaf of the hind spring of the wagon. 
The king-bolt released the 4 horses, but the 
men did not wait to see this. 
As soon as the 
upset was seen to bo inevitable they raced 
nway from the expected explosion, leaving 
the teamster and horses to their fate. 
The 
explosive, however, having been prepared for 
the journey and its possible contingencies, 
did not ignite, and after some twenty min­ 
utes’ delay, the journey was resumed and the 
glycerine soon safely stored in the magazine. 
Altogether, Prof. Mowbray thinks this was a 
pretty thorough test of tho sensitiveness of 
his glycerine preparation, and an event calcu­ 
lated to give the authorities at Fort Ticon­ 
deroga considerable confidence in nitro-glyce­ 
rine from the Iloosac tunnel.— Albany Ar­ 
gus-
